What  do  you 
know  about  this,  so  and  so  is  going  to 
marry  so  and  so — well  of  all  things.’’ 
/  You  get  back  to  tho  words  of  tho 
song,  “If  I  were  a  bird  I  would  fly’’ — 
“right  into  the  bath  tub.’’ 

Profossor  Gardner  announces  the 

next  number,  “Miss  .  will  sing” 

and  you  hoar  a  whisper — “Oh  Boy!  He 
sure  holds  you  tight  when  ho  dances'.” 

Or  perhaps  President  Lamlcin  is  giv¬ 
ing  tho  week’s  announcements.  You 
get  somotliing  like  this — “There  will 
be  a  meeting  of  the  sophomore  class 
after  assembly  to  discuss” — “tho  dar- 
lingest  French  costumes  at  Haines’s 
Store  you  ever  saw” — “tho  class  or¬ 
ganization  for” — “tho  best  meals  in 
town” — “Oil  Kid!  but  they  are” — 
“just  as  tough  as  they  make  them, 
they  say  she  stays  out” — “tho  summer 
quarter.  All  sophomores  aro  urged  to” 
— “uso  the  new  orchid  shade  of  lip 
stick,  it  makes  you  look  like” — “some¬ 
one  stopped  on  my  foot  at  tho  dance 


last  night” — “be  present  at  the  me.ot-| 
ing.” 

Add  to  all  this  verbal  goulash  a  var¬ 
iety  of  coughs,  snorts,  grunts,  groans, 
shuffling  of  feet,  low-humming,  paper 
crackling,  and  what-hn ve-you  in  noise. 
Let  tlie  delicate  odor  of  hnliotosis  float 
over  all,  and  you  gel  a  fair  idea  of 
what  some  persons  have  had  to  undergo 
at  assembly.

Wit  is  a  quality  of  the  mind  which 
may  mako  or  deprive  one  of  friends. 
Webster  says  that  wit  is  the  power  of 
rapid  and  accurate  observations,  of 
making  inferences  and  seeing  applica¬ 
tions  readily  nnd  accurately;  thnt  is 
tho  quick  perception  of  unusual  or 
commonly  unperccived  analogies'  or  re¬ 
lations  between  things  apparently  un¬ 
related.  Oliver  W.  Holmes  says,  “The 
essence  of  wit  consists  in  a  partial  and 
incomplete  view  of  whatever  it 
touches.”  And  does  it  not  in  fact  mark 
the  incongruous  and  present  it  in  a 
startling  manner?  Wit  is  a  keen  edged 
sword,  a  tool  which  must  be  handled 
with  great  care. 

But  humor!  Playful  humor!  She  can 
gladden  any  heart;  sho  can  touch  the 
tenderest  spot  of  tho  most  sensitive 
person  without  giving  offence.  George 
Eliot  says  “Humor  draws  its  materials 
from  situations  and  characteristics;  wit 
seizes  upon  unexpected  nnd  complex 
relations.  Humor  is  chiefly  representa¬ 
tive  nnd  descriptive.  Wit  is  brief  and 
sudden  and  sharply  defined  as'  a  crys¬ 
tal,  it  does  not  make  pictures,  it  is  not 
fantastic.  Nowhere  in  literature  do  wo 
find  so  much  wit  as  in  the  pithy  say¬ 
ings  of  Mrs.  Poyscr,  a  creation  of 
Georgo  Eliot.  Our  sympathy  is  aroused 
for  those  upon  whom  sho  hurls  the 
venom  of  her  satire.  But  at  tho  same 
time  one  cannot  but  marvel  at  the  bril¬ 
liancy  of  her  mind.  Humor  appeals  to 
tho  emotions,  wit  to  tho  intellect.  Hu¬ 
mor  is  youthful;  wit  Is  moro  mature. 
E.  P.  Whipple  writes,  “Wit  is  abrupt, 
darting,  scornful,  and  tosses  its  anal¬ 
ogies  in  your  face;  humor  is  slow  and 
shy  and  insinuates  its  fun  in  your 
heart.  Wit  is  negative,  analytical,  de¬ 
structive;  humor  is  creative.  Tho  coup¬ 
lets  of  Pope  are  witty,  but  Sancho 
Panza  is  a  humorous  creation.” 

Wit  is  not  a  modern  acquisition  but 


is  a  slate  of  mind,  a  quality  of  tho 
imagination,  a  characteristic  that  has 
existed  throughout  tho  ages  in  few  in¬ 
dividuals.  More  than  2000  years  ago 
tho  Homan  poet,,  Virgil,  said,  “femina 
est  semper  mutabilo.  ”  Alexander  Pope 
in  tho  18th  century  expresses  this  same 
bit  of  wit  thus;  “And  yet,  believe  me, 
good  ns  well  aS  ill,  Woman’s  at  best  a 
contradiction  still.”  Coleridge  has  said 
the  genius  of  the  Spanish  people  is  ex¬ 
quisitely  subtle,  without  being  at  all 
acute;  henco  there  is  so  much  humor 
nnd  so  little  wit  in  their  literature. 
Tho  genius  of  tho  Italians  is  acute,  but 
not  subtle;  henco  wlint  they  think  to 
be  humorous  is  merely  “witty.”  And 
I  am  beginning  to  wonder  how  ho 
would  criticise,  if  ho  were  alive,  tho 
American  peoplo  of  today.  Aro  wo  hu¬ 
morous,  or  merely  witty,  or  aro  we. 
oillior? 

Wit  is  a  stamp  of  deep  and  intricate 
thinking.  It  is  an  insignia  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual’s  inventiveness  nnd  ingenuity. 
And,  if  rightly  used,  it  is  a  tool  thnt 
can  dolvo  deep  into  tho  niceties  of  a 
subject  or  object  nnd  bring  forth  ludi¬ 
crous  drollery  nnd  pleasantry.  Which 
shall  you  have,  a  nut  pick  or  a  two- 
edged  sword? — Mnrgaret  Conner. 

LOYALTY  BEINGS  SUCCESS

ject  being  carried  out  this  summer  by 
tho  Y.  M.  C.  A.  will  come  as  a  result  of 
i  the  loyalty  of  its  members.  About  fif¬ 
teen  persons  aro  giving  up  their  Sun¬ 
day  evenings  from  car  rides  and  pic¬ 
ture  shows  to  cuter  into  full-time  gos¬ 
pel  team  service.  They  go  on  those  trips 
because  tlioy  want  to  go,  and  not  be¬ 
cause  they  aro  asked  to  go.  Their  spirit 
is  a  great  source  of  inspiration  to  the 
officers  and  sponsors  of  the  local  “Y” 
movement.  Their  contributions  in  this' 
larger  service  have  brought  many  fnv- 
vorablo  comments  from  ministers,  Sun¬ 
day  school  superintendents  and  young 
people’s  leaders  throughout  the  college 
district.  The  congregation  at  Cameron 
was  so  deeply  impressed  with  the  pro¬ 
gram  given  by  these  fellows  that  they 
have  become  urgent  that  tho  gospel 
team  return  at  a  later  date  and  givo  a 
program  before  a  union  service  of  the 
Cameron  churches.

ON  EXAMINATIONS 

Ifigh  grades  arc  not  always  a  mark 
of  suporior  intelligence.  A  person  may 
obtain  a  high  grado  nnd  still  not  have 
great  mental  capacity.  For  this  reason 
examinations,  ns  they  aro  sometimes 
given,  aro  not  a  fair  indication  of  a 
portion’s  mental  capacity  or  of  his 
achievement  in,  or  benefit  from  a 
course. 

A  rock  may  bo  worn  away  by  tho 
constant  dripping  of  water.  Most  any 
book  can  bo  mnstered  or  memorized  by 
constant  study.  But  because  a  person 
has  mastered  or  memorized  the  con¬ 
tents  of  a  book  wo  cannot  como  to  the 
conclusion  that  he  has  grasped  tho  re¬ 
lations  which  the  contents  of  tho  book 
bear  to  any  certain  vocation  or  to  the 
universe  ns  a  whole. 

Ono  may  know  nearly  every  single 
detail  in  a  book  so  that  it  is  possible 
to  make  a  perfect  score  on  a  test  over 
the  contents  but  what  of  that,  since  an 
intelligent  parrot  might  with  training, 
in  time,  do  the  same. 

A  poor  mark  on  one  paper  may  in¬ 
dicate  moro  actual  benefit  to  tho  stud¬ 
ent  than  a  perfect  mark  would  indicate 
on  another  paper.  — E.  B.  T. 

HABITS 

“Habit  is  a  cable;  we  weave  a  thread 
of  it  each  day  and  it  becomes  so  strong 
we  cannot  break  it.”  Our  lives  are 
largely  made  up  of  habits  which  we 
have  acquired.

Philippine  Problem 
Is  Being  Discussed 

The  islands  are  7,000  miles  from  the 
United  States.  Their  total  land  area  is 
about  114,400  square  miles.  They  num¬ 
ber  11  largo  islands  and  more  than 
7,000  smaller  ones. 

In  the  10th  Century  tho  islands  came 
under  control  of  Spain.  In  1808,  at  tho 
close  of  the  Spanish-Amoriean  war, 
they  wore  annexed  by  tho  United 
States. 

Cuba  was  also  taken  over.  Cuba  1ms 
been  granted  her  independence.  Should 
not  the  same  bo  done,  cither  now  or 
soon,  for  tho  Philippines,  ask  the  Phil¬ 
ippines? 

The  answer  takes  up  many  points: 

Cuba  has  ono  language,  one  religion. 
Is  close  to  the  United  States.  Can  ensi- 
]y  be  protected  under  tho  Platt  amend¬ 
ment. 

Tho  Philippines  aro  7000  miles  away. 
Aro  Christian,  Mohammedan,  Pagan. 
Speak  87  different  dialects. 

Among  tho  improvement  accredited 
to  the  Americans  in  tho  32  years  of 
government  arc  tlioso  especially  of 
transportation,  sanitation,  general 
health  and  education.  English  has  been 
tho  language  used  in  the  schools,  sinco 
“a  language  for  common  intercourse 
was  needed.”  Mileage  of  first  class 
roads  increased  from  305  in  1007  to  3,- 
955  in  1928;  10  government  irrigation 
systems  have  been  put  in  (operation; 
104  municipal  and  provincial  water- 
supply  systems  have  been  created 
which,  excluding  Manilla,  serve  drink¬ 
ing  water  to  more  than  half  a  million 
people. 

Yet  the  most  interesting  objective  of 
the  United  States  has  been  to  train  the 
islanders  for  eventual  self-government. 
How  far  success  has  been  attained  in 
this  will  now  bo  brought  out.  Tho  ques¬ 
tion  at  present  takes  the  form  of  inde¬ 
pendence  at  the  end  of  some  short  per¬ 
iod,  with  gradual  adjustment  of  trade 
relations  or  tho  ultimate  admission  of 
tho  Philippines  as  a  stato  in  the  Ame¬ 
rican  Union. 

What  is  for  tho  host  interests  of  the 
islands  and  also  for  tho  interests  of 
the  United  States?

Vitamin  Contests 
of  Foods  Are  Given 

An  article  in  tho  Successful  Farming 
magazino  for  May,  which  has  been  writ¬ 
ten  by  Dr.  J.  S.  Hughes  and  Ethel  .T. 
Marshall,  reviews  again  tho  vitamin 
contents  of  foods.  Briefly  they  arc 
given  horc. 

Vitamin  A  is  found  in  green  leafy 
vegetables,  yellow  seeds,  or  brightly 
colored  fruits,  liko  oranges  and  rod 
cherries,  wholo  milk,  cream,  butter, 
eggs,  and  to  somo  extent  in  liver  and 
body  glands.  It  is  not  affected  by 
cooking  or  drying. 

Vitamin  B  is  not  affected  by  cooking 
or  drying.  It  is  found  in  germs  of  soedp, 
leaves,  and  mnny  fruits  and  nuts.  Loan 
meat  contain^  some  and  glandular  tis¬ 
sues  aro  fairly  rich  in  it.  It  is  also 
'found  in  yeast. 

Raw  fruits  and  vegetables  constitute 
tho  host  sourco  of  vitamin  C.  Citrous 
fruits,  tomatoes,  and  cabbage  aro  espec¬ 
ially  valuable.  Those  fruits  must  be 
served  raw  as  this  vitamin  is  destroyed 
by  cooking  and  drying.
